WILL REACH LOS ANGELES OCT. 27

Schoonmaker and Boutelle Also Have a
List of Dates Covering Uregon
and Washington.

Cuioaco, Oct. 13.—For the first time
in aov eampaign, the Republican nation-
al committes has undertaken to sapply
the Pacific coast with epeakers, and =a
number of Republicans of national re-
pute will be heard there before the close
of the campaign. Daring the week
Speaker Reed will go to Californis and
make a number of addresges there, his
firat speach being at Los Angeles October
97. Further details of the coast tour of
Congressman Boutelle, of Maine, have
been agreed upon, that gentleman speak-
ing at Los Angeles Octoher 17, Sacra-
mento October 19, and San Fraucisco
October 20.

TWO GREAT SPEAKERS COMING,

ERopresentative Boutelleand Mr. Schoon-
maker for Oregon.

PoRTLAND, Oct. 14.—Chnirman Hirsch,
of the state central commitiee, yesterday
received a dispatch from the mnational
committee, re-aesigning F. X. Schoon-
maker to his appointments in Oregon.
The demand for Mr. Schoonmaker's ser-
vices in California was sn great that the
committee had decided toeancel his Ore-
gon dates, snd so notified Mr. Hirsch
Monday. To assnage Republican disap-
pointment, however, Congresaman Bou-
telle was assigned to speeches at Salem
and Portland.

Thie assignment was eminently satis
factory, so far ms Boutelle was con-
cerned ; but it cailed forth a etrong rep-
resentation on the par t of Hirsch that
that Schoonmaker ought also to be sent
to Oregon. It had been widely adver-
tised that he would speak at Rosebnrg,
The Dalles and Me¢Minnoville, and it
would not do to snbstitute another
speaker at other places—Salem snd
Portland. Mr. Hirsch explained the
gituation as elearly ag he conld in a brief
telegram, and it had the effect of indue-
ing the national eommittee not only to
reassign Mr. Schoonmaker to Oregon,
but to send Congressman Boutelle as
well. Mr. Schoonmaker will therefore
speak at the following times and places:

Roseburg, Monday, October 18.

The Dalles, Tuesday, October 20.

McMinnville, Wednesday, October 21,

Representative Bountelle jus announced
in yesterday’s Oregonian, speaks first in
Los Angeles, October 17th. He speaks
in San Francisco and Sacramento.

He then comes to Oregon, and speaks
at Salerc and Portland, October 22d and
23d. After October 26th, he will be in
Washington till the end of the cam-
paign and will speak in Tacoma,
Olympia, Seattle and Spokane.

WATSON WILL NOT RETIRE.

So Says Chatrman Butler of the Fopu-
list Committee.

COuicaco, Oct, 13.—A meeting of the
Populist national execotive commitiee
was held at the 8herman house today to
consiaer the question of rasion in Kansas
and Qolorado, over which considerable
friction has arisen. It is probable that
action will be taken looking toward the
displacement of some Democratic elec.
tors in the states named, and the put-
ting of Populist electors in their places.

All the members of the national ex-
ecotive committee are present, except
Secretary Edson, of the national eom-
mitiee, and Chairman Dorr, of Oalii-
ornia,

Benator Buatler, of North Carolina,
chairman of the national Popalist com-
mittee, when asked if Walson would
come ont in & letler opposing the fusion
arrangement in the West, statad that no
such letter was expected.

““We are all pulling to defeat McKm-
ley,”” said Butler; *“‘and, while there is
some friction over the division of elec-
tors in several states, no action will be
taken that will in the least compromise
the changes of our ticket, It is sure to
be adjosted amicably. Yoo can state
suthoritatively that Watson will remain
on the ticket. No thought of his resig-
pation is entertained by uve.”’

“*Bryan’s chances are improving every
day.

A McMonnies Statue Refased
Library Commission.

Bostox, Oct. 13.—Boston has refused
to sccept the bronze Bacchante by Mae.
monnies, for the new public library.
The statue is too sogcestive of immor-
ality and thirst for the Puritan town.
At s meeting of the art commitiee on
Friday it was finally decided to reject it,
and today Edward Robinson, the cara-
tor of the muosenm of fine arts and secre-
tary of the art committee, sent the tol-
lowing minute to the trustees of the
library : ‘ '

“Voted, That the secretary be in-
structed to inform the trusiees of the
public library that, while recognizing
the remarkable technical merite of Mr.
Macmonnies® statue of Bacchante as a
work of art, this committee does not re-
gurd it ag suited to the public library
bailding.”

This decision of the art committee is
final and the trustees must reject the
gift, The statne is one of the best
things the sculptor ever did, It isin
bronze, seven feet tall, the nude figure
of & woman. In her left arm she carries
a8 child, whilein her right hand, ex-
tended high over her head is a bunch of
grapes. The woman is dancing, with a
laogh on her face. The whole statoe is
expressive of jov and freedom. Paris
thooght so much of the statue that
when it was unsble to get if, it had a
replica made,

MORE SUPPLIES LANDED.

Filibustering Trip of =

Haytian Schooner.

Baracoa, Caba, Oct. 13.—A new fili-
bustering expedition has landed in
Marivi, Eastern Cuba, The party
brought 1000 rifles and & proportionate
quantity of monitions. The men dis-
embarked from a Haytian schooner be-
tween two BSpanieh forte, neither of
which were a mile and a half away. The
war material was transported into the
interior before any alarm was raised.

An Ex-Slave's Snll. A‘-lnnt Her Former
Master.

LovisviLie, Oct. i3.—The trial of an
Interesting soit bas begun in the law
and equity court. Annie Wier, an ex-
slave, sues to recover $3,744 from Wm.
Wier, a sheet-iron proprietor, for
twenty-four years’ services. She was
born in elavery and adopted her mas-
ter's name, She says that after her
emancipation she agreed with Wier to
remain with him as his eervant with the
understanding that ehe was to be
clothed, fed and lodged for the rest of
her life. She says she remained with
him and reared his children, but that
after bis second marriage she was dis-
charged. This oceurred November 14,
1885, She seeks to recover judgment
against Wier now at the rate of §3 per
week for twenty-fonr years. The de-
fendunt pleads the statute of limitation
and algo filed an answer making a gen-
eral denial.

Bax Fraxcisco, Oct. 14.—F. P. Schu-
man, a German engineer, has arrived
from Guatemala, where he has been em-
ployed for several monthe in surveying
proposed routes for several new rail-
roads.

MAIL CAR WAS LOOTED

Union Pacifie Overland Held
Up Near Ogden.

PASSENGERS WERE NOT MOLESTED

Baodits Coullned Thelr Operations to
Mall nnd Express Cars--Regis-
tered Mall Sacks Eifled.

Savr Laxe, Oct, 14.—The east-bound
Union Pacific passenger train, which
was due to arrive bere at 3:15 o'clock
this morning, was held up a short dis-
tance east of Uintah, near the month of
Weber canyon, and sbouat eight miles
from Ogden. No passengers were mo-
lested, the robbers confining their oper-
ations to the mail and express cars.

The robbers, two in number, hoarded
the traio at Peterson, a small station in
the heart of Weber ¢anvon. They eor-
prieed the engineer by suddenly appear-
ing from behind a tank, and, covering
him with a gan, they ordered the fire-
man to cover his head with a ¢otton
sack which they banded him, The en-
gineer wag ordered to stop the train,
and told to indicate the express car,
which he did.

While the attention of the robbera was
distracted, the engineer ran away to
Uintah, where Superintendent ('Neil
wae notified. Meanwhile the baggage
and express cars were uncoupled by the
robbers and run ahead of the train a few
hondred yards and both care broken
open. The robbers failed to open the
eafe in the exprese car. Railway offi-
cinla say the booty secured was a few
mail bags, the value of the contents be-
1ng unkoown.

A special train, in charge of Buperin-
tendent O'Neil may cateh the robbers,
a8 the latter cannot get out of the can-
yon except by the eastern route, and all
the station agenis have been notified
and are watching.

SCENE 1IN A JUSTICE COURT.

An Angry Virago Wanls to Shoot a
Witness.

Sax Fuaxcisco, Oct. 14.—Mra. Maria
Fay, who 18 being sned by William Mc-
Fadden tor a portion of & legacy that has
been left the defendant and her brother,
Louis Helding, ereated a scene in Justice
Kerrigan’s conrt during the trial of the
action.” She became enraged at a wit-
ness because of the testimony given
against her and asked for a pistol that
she might shoot the man who testified
that she had other than a spotless char-
acter,

Helding waz alleged to be indebted to
Mre. Fay. Helding'a delense was that
his sister had no money to loan him or
anybody, 20 he assigned his claim to the
legancy to McFadden, and a snit was
commenced to recover it. An effort was
was being made to prove that Helding
could not have become indebted to his
sister, as ghe claime, and John Gorman
was put on the witness stand to testify
that he had known her as a dissolute
woman without means, when Mrs., Fay
called for a weapon that she might shoot
him.

*““*You're a liar; you're a wretch. Til
had a pistol I'd kill you,”” she shrieked,
a8 she stepped to the platform beeide thes
justice and advanced toward the witness.
Her attorney and some friends seized
the woman before she got close enough
to the frightened object of her wrath to
do any violence, and led her away from
the court.

Made n Good Huul.

Curcaco, Oct. 14.—The Union Pacitic
fust mail traan, which was held ap near
Uintab, Utah, this morning, was carry-
ng Chicago and other Eastern mail from
the Pacific coast, due in Chicago tomor-
row morning. Superintendent Troy, for
the railway mail service, was wired this
morning by postal messengers on the
train that all the registered mail was
thoroughly rifled. As a great propor®
tion of such mail is correepondence be_
tween banks, inclosing exchanges and re-
mittances, and always & good proportion
cash, the loss is supposed by Mr. Troy
to be of no consequence.

““This is the first time in ‘'many years
that mail cars have been held up,” said
Mr. Troy. ““Banditsin the past have
contented themselves with rifiing the
boxes and have left the mails alone,
fearing the relentless energy with which
the government pursues mailrobbera.
It was an exceptionally bold act to at-
tack the mail on the Union Pacific, one
of the largest carriers of mail in the
country. The government cannot afford
to leave unfound the men who com-
mitted the act.

Morton's Opinlon of Bryan Leaders.

Wasmisaros, Oct. 14.—Secretary Mor-
ton today gave out to the Post for publi-
can his view of the Bryan Democratic
ieaders.

MINT BILL OF "13.

Ex-Secretary Huulwell Tells
Fart io its Preparation.

Bostox, Oct. 14.—The principal speak-
er at the Twentieth Centary Club to-
night wae Hon. George 8. Boutwell, who
diseussed the silver question. He said
in part:

*My part in the preparation of the
mint bill of 1873 was very considerable.
The hill was the result in no small
measure of recommendations which 1
made to congress after careful considera-
tion of the currency syvstem when 1 was
appointed to the office of the treasary.
The bill contained 71 sections, one of
which called for the demonetization of
gilver. If I am asked the pertinent
question of why 1 sought to work a
change io the financial system, I will
answer that I had come to believe it was
best for every nation of the world to re-
cognize and maintain the gold stand-
ard.”

He denied that the bill waa forced up-
on the nation recklessly, fraudunlently
and stealthly. Concerningthese charges,
he said :

“There was not the least suspicion
about the fealty of any one concerned
with the drawing up of the act until
1878, when clie farlure of the trade dollar
was the eignal for the crosade ngainst the
act of 1873."

CUBA WILL BE FREE

"\pam Is Soon to Cease Hos-

tilities.

FIGHTING TO BE STOPPED MARCH 1

Islanid Will Then Be Surrendsared to
the Insurgents--Spain's Reason

for this Course.

Capiz, Oct. 15.—1f Spain has not pat
down the insurrection in Conba by the
1st of March, it is the intention of the
government to give up the stroggle
and let the island go. The sig-
nificance of this statement, coming dircet
from an officer of rank in the Spanish
army, within the week, must certainly
be regarded as of no little importance.
The above determination is an open
secret nmong those who are close to the
government, and it is said that the pol-
icy ie being adopted of exaggerating the
magnitude of the tronble in the Philip-
pine ielands with a view of preparing
the people for the ultimate deeign of
letting Cuba go.

By way of further corroboration of
this estimate of the sitnation it may be
remarked that while Spain is sending
more than 200,000 wroops to Caba, who
are in the main very young and nngdisci-
plined, she is earefally keeping her 80,-
000 well-dieciplined and efficient soldiers
who may be available in case of an ont-
break at home. She is also keeping in
Spanish waters twelve warships which
are ready for sea, and which conld be of
great service is# Caban waters in aiding
the United States in that police work
which she now asks that country to do
for her.

W. G, Foster, manager of the Eustern
Telegraph Company here, speaking of
the situation, eaid:

““There is no question that the govern-
ment 18 Lrying to uee the Phillipine
islands trounbles to distract the people’s
attention from Coba. There ig no doubt
that Spain intends to do her utmost to
crush the Cuban insurrection between
now and March., Failing in that, I am
informed that she will give up the
stroggle.

““An important issue is- the fact that
Cuoba has s debt of $500,000,000, and that
if Spain puts down the insurrection,
Cuba will have to pay that debt, whereas
if Cobs wine, the payment of that debt
will fall on Spain, who contracted it on
behalf of Cuba. Naturally the planters
who have been driven from the hali-
ruined plantations, however loval they
may appear to be to Spain, really want
to see the Cubuns succeed, as in that
case they wounld not be taxed by Spain
to pay the interest on the debt, and
could then start again under more [avor-
able anspices.

“Meanwhile every one is talking
about Cauaba, and little is said of the
Pnillipine islands, although the latter
comprises 115,000 sguare miles, against
49,000 for Cuaba. In point of population
the Phillipines have 5,636,000 as against
2,276,000 for Cuba and Porto Rico com-
bined. I am satisfied that Epain will
either have won in Cuba by March 1st
next or have given up the sirnggle.”’

Governor Abril, governor of the prov-
ince of Cadiz, was next interviewed. In
substance he eaid that Cleveland had
not done much for Spain, and he did not
#see how a change in administration
conld make matters worse, unless the
independence of Cuba should be ac-
knowledged. He says he does not coné
template a war between Spain and the
United States, The governor wonld not
say that a greal Coban victory wonld
precipitate trouble in Bpain, and did
not think that such an event was likely
to take place,

As to the effect of the war npon Caba
the governor did not seem to think it
bad been very grave. He added that
the Compana Traneatlanta Espanola
wase almost altogether occapied in trans-
porting government troops and mwani-
tions of war, g0 that there natarally had
been no falling off in ite trafile.

Dauntless Safely Landed.
